Tenth anniversary of publi- 
cation of the Menlo Park Re- 
corder by Burley Publications, 
Inc., is'marked by this issue, 
Number 1 in the local newspa- 
per’s 36th year. 

Noting the occasion, Publish- 
er Clarence A. “Cab” Burley 
pointed out that the years since 
1949 have seen unprecedented 
growth of the newspaper. He 
promised “continued improve- 
ment” as the organization’s 
goal. : 

“Looking backward, I recall 
that the Recorder had plenty 
of challenging problems and a 
bright future in 1949,” Burley 
declared. “Today, we've come 
a long way and we’re putting 
out a lot better newspaper pro- 
duct. But we still have chal- 
lenging problems and still have 
a bright future. There’s a long 
way yet to go.” 

Burley recalled that, when 
he took over as publisher of 
eth Recorder from its former 
proprietor, Duane Loughlin, 
the paper employed a staff of 
six persons and put out a week- 
ly issue of eight to 10 pages of 
tabloid size. 

Today, the enterprise em- 
ploys 23 persons who jointly 
produce three weekly publica- 
tions — the Ravenswood Post 
and the Mid-Peninsula Buy 
Word as well as the Recorder. 

“We now use eaéh week as 
much newsprint paper as the 
Recorder used in about three 
months during 1949,” Burley 
said. 

Establishment of the Buy 
Word, an. area.. shopping 
guide, in December, 1949, so 
taxed capacity of the newspa- 
per press on which the Re- 
corder had been printed — 
two pages at a time — that 
new facilities became neces- 


sary. 

In January, 1951, the Record- 
er moved to its present loca- 
tion at 640 Roble avenue. The 
new building, built especially 
for the publishing company, 
contained three times the floor 
space of the store unit it had 
oceupied on El Camino Real. 

In February, 1951, the firm’s 
present press equipment went 
into operation: a newspaper 
press ‘printing on paper from 
a roit instead of flat sheets and 
up ‘te eight pages in a single 
operation. 

Ii’ May, 1953, the Ravens- 
wodd Post was established as 
a local ttews and advertising 
medittm for the East Palo Alto 
area and the portion of Menlo 
Park east of the Bayshore high- 


way. 

In 1954, under pressure of 
news ahd advertising volume, 
all thre® publications abandon- 
ed the ‘tabloid iormat in which 
they had appeared for many 
years and went to full size 
pages. 

“T am often asked,” Burley 
commented, “why our pages 
are bigger than those of most 
daily papers. The answer is 
that: our press, while it was 
new to us in 1951, is far from 
a new machine and was built 
to print ‘the size newspaper

need for some sort of direct 
east-west highway which will 
take traffic off the present con- 
gested crossings of the rail- 
road tracks and at the same 
time allow a proposed city- 
built underpass to be of maxt- 
mum benefit to the interior 
circulation of traffic within the 
city. 

What makes it important to 
the state division of highways, 
apparently, is its desire to com- 
plete a direct route from the 
San Joaquin yalley to the coast. 

There’s a long history of 
efforts to do both. The need 
for a grade separation of 
Willow-Sand Hill roads and 
El Camino Real would pret 
ty obviously help traffic con- 
gestion in portions of both 
Menlo Park and Palo Alto. 


But although both communi- 
ties’ leaders recognize the need 
there’s considerable polite dis- 
agreement as to actual routing 
and this local disagreement has 
to bear a share of the blame 
for the lack of action on the 
part of the state. 

It can be recalled that as ear- 
ly as 1950, the state division 
of highways served notice that, 
eventually, it looked forward 
to the construction of the con- . 
tinuous east-west highway, us- 
ing Dumbarton bridge and the 
two thoroughfares under dis- 
cussion as major links. 

At that time the city plan- 
ning commission of Menlo Park 
duly néted this expression, and 
filed the information for use 
when the city’s master plan 
was drawn up. 

The master plan was drawn 
up in 1952. The work of Harold 
Wise, it showed in a general 
way where such an east-west 
route could be put. 

Wise’s report didn’t show 
any underpass at the present 
terminus of Willow road in 
the Linfield Oaks area. In- 
stead, it showed a relatively 
straight route leaving the 
present readbed cf Willow 
somewhere in the vicinity of 
Sunset Magazine, and skirt- 
ing and bridging San Fran- 
cisquito Creek to a traffic in- 
terchange which would pre- 
sumably be located at El Ca- 
mino Real’s crossing of the 
creek. 

The streets and highways sec- 
tion of the master plan contin- 
ued under study for years and 


«#before the. city council finally 


“approved of it, much had been 
said, some constructive work 
‘had been done, and a lot of de- 
tail had been gone into. 

First off, after looking over 
Wise’s report, everybody 
agreed that multiple crossings 
of the creek was probably an 
expensive way to build a high- 

«way. It was agreed, however, 
that the highway should be rel- 
atively straight, to speed 
through traffic on its way. 

In late 1954 the intensive 
campaign to get both Sand Hill 
road on Stanford campus and 
Willow road in Menlo Park in- 
to the state highway pattern 
was started and on Jan. 24, 
1955, the city of Menlo Park, in 
‘a resolution directed to the 
state legislature, asked formal 
action. 

It was felt that state high- 
way department participation 
in the construction of the 
cross-town link would put the 
costs where they belonged, 
rather than on the shoulders 
of a couple of communities. 

Palo Alto’s city council 
followed suit; Stanford Uni- 
versity made appropriate re- 
presentations to the legisla- 
ture and the legislators of 
both counties were asked to 
plug for the measure. 


There then started the dis- 
sension: Palo Alto’s city coun- 
cil and legislators from Santa 
Clara county generally said 
they felt the route should be 
through Linfield Oaks in Men- 
lo Park. 

The Menlo Park council re- 
served easements along Willow 
place, in Linfield Oaks, direct- 
ing the path of the route to- 
ward Palo Alto. 


Considerable indecision and , 


backing and filling resulted. 

Somebody got Captain M. A. 
Grant, then San Mateo county 
engineer, to pencil in what he 
thought would be a good route. 
It went through the then-unde- 
veloped part of Linfield Oaks. 

Menlo Park councilmen 
found other experts to support 
their views that the link—by 
this time dubbed the “missing 
link” by newspapers—should 
be south of the creek. 

The highway department 
let it be known that it was- 
n’t interested in inheriting a 
squabble over local issues. 

And the legislature, taking 
its cue therefrom, took no ac- 
tion on the local highway prob- 
lem, at the succeeding session 
of the legislature. 

Nothing new has happened 
since then except that traffic 
has got sufficiently worse to 
encourage Menlo Park's city 
fathers to decide to shoot for 
a bond issue, with which to 
construct an underpass which 
would solve most of Menlo 
Park’s own internal traffic cir 
¢wation problems,

Some civic organization, al- 
ready in existence, or one to be 
formed should bend its every 
effort toward the securing of 
locations for new businesses 
and the advertising of the fact 
that we want new business to 
locate with us. 

Let us start the new year 
right by forgetting all of our 
petty differences and jealou- 
sies and get together for our 
own good as well as the good 
of the city and community. It 
will not do to.assign the task 
of getting the 1929 advance- 
ment to “George” for we are 
of the opinion that “George” is 
dead. Let us do it ourselves 
and start now! Today!: 


Dr. Frank Mayo 
Named Head 
Of ACS Section 


Dr. Frank R. Mayo, a senior 
research chemist at the Stan- 
ford Research Institute, has 
been elected chairman ‘of the 
American, Chemical Society’s 
Division of Polymer Chemistry 
for 1959. Polymers are mater- 
ials such as rubber and plas- 
tics, which are made up of gi- 
ant molecules. 

Dr. Mayo succeeds Professor 
Arthur V. Tobolsky of the 
Frick Chemical Laboratory, 
Princeton University. 

The new chairman, an au- 
thority on the structure of rub- 
ber and plastics, is a member 
of the editorial board of the 
“Journal of the American 
‘Chemical Society.” He has 
written more than 70 scientific 
papers describing polymer re- 
search. 

Dr. Mayo was born in Chi- 
cago in 1908. 

He received the BS degree 
in 1929 and the Ph.D. in 1931 
from the University of Chica- 
go and was ap Eli Lilly re- 
search fellow during 1931-32. 

He was a research chemist at 
the Jackson Loboratory of the 
Du Pont Company, Deepwater 
Point, N. J., from 1633 to 1935. 
In 1936 he returned to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago as an in- 
structor, and he remained 
there until 1942, when he be- 
came a research chemist with 
the U.S. Rubber Company, Pas- 
saic, N.J. Prior to joining the 
Stanford Research Institute in 
1956, he was for six years a re- 
search associate at the General 
Electric Research Laboratory, 
Schenectady, N.Y. 

The new chairman repre- 
sents the Division of Polymer 
Chemistry on the ACS Council 
and is a past chairman and 
councilor of the Society's 
North Jersey section. 

Dr. Mayo is a member of the 
National Research Council, the 
Faraday Society, Phi Beta Kap- 
pa and Sigma Xi.

He is a 
graduate of Princeton Uni- 
yersily, 


especially among our younger 
people, has compelled the le- 
gislature to take another look 
at the problem to determine 
what preventive measures 
might be utilized and how our 
law enforcement should be 
strengthened. As a member of 
the Senate interim committee 
on narcotics, . certain short 
range and long range proposals 
have become evident. 

First, a growing need for 
education about narcoti¢s in 
our schools reaching the ele- 
mentary jievel; second, the 
imposition of penalties up to 
50 years for second offen- 

. ders, 

The committee has also spent 
considerable time oh preven- 
tive measures, and there is a 
growing pressure for the estab- 
lishment of a state narcotics 
hospital. The experience in two 
federal hospitals in Lexington, 
Kentucky, and Fort Worth, 
Texas, will ‘be of relative help 
when that decision is under 
consideration. 

San Mateo county is one of 
the fastest growing counties 
in the nation and posés some 
real problems relative to trans- 
portation. Cross-county, east 
atd west, flow of traffic is be- 
coming more urgent. As a re- 
sult of a resolution authored 
by me in the 1957 legislature, 
the Department of Public 
Works released a report this 
week indicating that two extra 
lanes on the San Mateo bridge 
are engineering and economi- 
cally feasible. 

This project will cost $25,- 
000, and can be financed 
from the total revenues of the 
San Mateo and Dumbarton 
bridges. Legislative authoriza- 
tion will be introduced by me 
in January so that this project 
can proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible and be completed about 
the same time as the 19th Ave- 
nue Freeway. 

Cross-county traffic in the 

southern part of the county 

will be taken care of when 

Willow road becomes a part 

of the highway system. This 

legislation will also be auth- 
ored by me and when passed 
will facilitate the flow of traf- 
fic from southern San Mateo 
county and northern Santa 

Clara county across the Dum- 

barton bridge to San Jeaquin 
.Valley points. 

Another. report from the De- 
partment of Public Works 
should be completed some time 
next month relative to another 

« southern crossing. During the 
1957 session, I authored a re- 
solution requesting the depart- 
ment to include the Serra 
Point location. 

It is my understanding that 
this location has been. studied 
‘and that Serra Point may be 
the best location for a south- 
ern crossing for the following 
reasons: 

1. A iow level crossing will 
be necessary and will be at a 
much Yower cost due to the fact 
that ttibes will be eliminated. 

2. The location is outside of 
the eight-mile limit which is a 
statutory requirement and ap- 
plies to both the Bay bridge 
and the San Mateo bridge. 

3. A low level crossing. will 
comply with U.S. Army Engl- 
neering tequirements due to 
the fact that the location: is 
within the jet plane glide area. 

4. The location offers the 
most advantages for rapid 
transit. 

The reconstruction of the 
San Francisco-Oakland: Bay 
bridge and the recomstruc- 
tion of the San Mateo ¢ 
would take care of in Hi 
ate ‘traffic needs until 1985, 
According to traffic ¢sti- 
mates, both bridges will have 
reached their comfortable 
capacity at that time. 

By that time a southern 
crossing should then be con- 
structed and ready for use, 
which means that .itnmediate 
action should be taken by leg- 
islation so that the necessary 
engineering studies can © be 
started and completion be as- 
sured by 1965. 

AS a result 6f the traffic con- 
gestion on the Bayshore’ high- 
way, I have received more and 
more requests to introduce leg- 
islation for the location of. an- 
other freeway on the Bay. . 

This has been part of the 
master plan of San Mateo coun: 
ty for some years and will be- 
come necéssary as a result

To save the traditional poin- 
settia for another year of 
bloom, .keép it moist until it 
stops blooming—indors or out.

Next 
year, move it into a warm 
room about a month before 
you want it to bloom. In warm- 
er areas, make suitable out- 
door plant.

It’s easy to make a case for 
the climbing rose. You not only 
get more foliage and bloom, 
but you often get it in the same 
favorite variety you’ve known 
in bush form. And to top it off,

Climbing « roses are _ ideal 
space fillers. You can train 
them to cover large bare spots 
on a wall, to follow the line of 
a fence or eave, to frame a 
doorway or arch or to blanket 
a roof.
